He described the negro who 
robbed him as being a mulatto about

They are looking for a negro known 
as “Yellow Kid” as being Holsom- 
back’s assailant.

The “copyright chaos,” he continued, 
also has reached an acute stage and 
cont inuation of broadcasting under 
the present system is “extremely doubt - 
ful, unless copyright owners will 
agree with the broadeasters upon a 
fair and reasonable fee, which will 
permit the continuation of the service 
to the radio public.” 

Suggests Reasonable Fee. 
5 He suggested legislation which will 
recognize the property rights of hold- 
ers of copyrights and fix a reasonable 
fee for broadcasting compositions” as 
the only hope of the saving of the 
service to the public.” 

The gathering, attended by 300 
members of the association, adopted 
these resolutions, to be presented to 
the radio conference: ‘That no gov- 
ernmental or other censorship of radio 
program and that no, limitation of ad-

right to withdraw alcohol. But be- 
fore this suspension could interfere 
with their withdrawals even for one 
withdrawal privileges 
were restered upon telegraphie orders 
from Commissioner Haynes in Wash- 
ington. When objection was made by 
local law enforcement officials, per- 
emptory directions were issued at once 
hy Commissioner Bla ir to curry out 
Haynes’ orders. It is interesting to 
note that the holders of a number of 
the withdrawal privileges thus re- 
stored by Haynes and Blair pleaded 
guilty in the federal courts within the 
next few days after restoration.

A library 4,600 years old was dug 
up in the southern part of the country. 
How many books do you suppose it 
contained ? Thirty-two thousand! 
Some of the books told of wars and 
battles and kings. Others contained 
records of laws. Still others gave lists 
of bears, birds and insects. Quite a 
good number dealt with the stars, 
and gave. the dates of eclipses of the 
sun and moon, 

Among the books in these ancient 
libraries were tablets containing ree- 
ords of the sale of land and slaves. 
There. were also lists of the things 
owned by certain persons: Now and 
then we find a letter written on clay, 
a business letter or even a love let- 
ter.” 

To save space, the writing was often 
made very small. In some cases it is 
so small that a 1 glass is 
needed to read it. that at 
least a few persons owned such glasses 
in ancient Babylonia. 


Learning to write was mainly the 
business of the priests, but others 
learned the art, Even girls and wom- 
en sometimes knew how to write; but 
in general the women folk were kept 
at home and had little chance to study.
